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Death of Prominent Citizen, 



The announcement Tuesday morn- 
ing of the death of Mr. A Shire was 
received with universal regret and 
sorrow by the citizens of this commu- 
nity. Mr. Shire suffered a stroke of 
paralysis about five years ago, and 
since that his health had gradually 
failed him, although he had been 
able to superintend his business inter- 
ests up to a few days ago. When he 
was preparing to visit his daughter in 
Csncinnati he suffered another stroke, 
from which there was no hope of re- 
covery, passing away [about one 
o’clock Tuesday morning. 

Abraham Shire was a native of Qerr 
many, being born in Stadt, Lands- 
feldt, Saxony, nearly 66 years ago. 
When quite young, he emigrated to 
this country, locating in Cincinnati, 
where he vras educated and began 
working at the jeweler’s trade at the 
age of thirteen years. After finishing 
his trade he^ entered in business for 
himself in Cincinnati. In 1862 he 
moved from Cincinnati to West Vir- 
ginia, and from there to this city in 
1865. His first business stand here 
was in the house on Bank Row, now 
occupied by the Kentuckian-Citizen. 
In 1869 he moved his store to Broad- 
way, on the south side of the court 
house, and in 1877 moved to where 
his large jewelry establishment is to- 
day, on Main street. It will be noted 
that his entire business career in this 
city has been on the three sides of the 
court house. 

Mr. Shire was for years President of 
the Paris Gas Co., and was identified 
with the banking institutions of our 
city, occupying numerous positions of 
trust and honor. He was married 
March 4, 1873, to Miss Carrie Price, 
daughter of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
John S. Price, of this city. To this 
happy union four children were bom, 
of whom two survive, William Shire, 
of this city, and Mrs. Max Strauss, of 
Cincinnati. 

“Abe” Shire, as he was familiarly 
called by his many friends, was held 
in the highest esteem by the people 
of this city and county. He was a 
man of good judgment and fine busi- 
ness qualifications, a man whose com- 
pany was sought and appreciated by 
his friends, being possessed of a 
j bright intellect and jovial disposition. 
Above all he was a man of the high- 
est integrity, the very soul of honor. 
In his death his children lose a de- 
voted and companionable father, his 
friends an honored associate, and the 
community one of its most highly re- 
spected citizens. Peace to his ashes. 

The funeral services will be held at 
the chapel of the United Jewish Cem- 
etery, Walnut Hills, Cincinnati, this 
(Friday) morning, at 11:30 o’clock. 
The remains will be taken from the 
residence of Isaac Price- on Main 
street, to the 7:55 a. m. train this 
morning, in charge of the Masons, he 
being one of the five oldest members 
o8 the Paris Masonic Lodge.
